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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues in substance that A) Liu does not teach storing audio files at central location 
uniquely identified by identification information. In response to A) Liu teaches a method of uploading songs to a central server where the 
user can access the songs using user authentication, the user can play songs for a predetermined amount of time or a predetermined 
number of times which is unique to the user (see col. 5 lines 32-49). There is no limitaiton in the claim whether the first and second 
device are associated with the same user and whether the audio files can only be access by the user that uploaded the audio files and 
therefore Liu meets the scope of the claimed limitation "associating audio files with authentication identification of a user". 
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
